Salurday afternoon a railroad aeoi 
» lent occured in this city, which occur 
ring almost in the same spot 
r ec alls 
the fatal accident of about three years 
ago in which the fireman and head 
brakeman of a California fruit train 
were dashed to their death. 
To the east of the C. K N. W. depot 
is a steep grade,a deep cut and a curv e 
in the road—a combination quite dang 
erous to trav el and necessitating the 
8‘rlckest care on the part of the offic­ 
ials of the road to av oid accidents 
The serv ice a of heav y engine is nei 
essary to push heav ily laden freight 
trains up the grade. 
Sometimes this 
engine is attached to the head of tht 
train, in which case it pulls the train 
as far as Nachusa, where it is switch­ 
ed onto the south track to return. 
Otherwise 
it generally pushes the 
train beyond the tower, about a mile 
and a half east of the depot, from 
whence its return is announced 
to 
the operator. 
Ail east-bound trains 
are hold at the depot until the where­ 
about!, of the pusher is ascertained and 
the track between Dixon and Nachusa 
known to be » dear. 
A failure in this 
respect, from some cause, Saturday aft 
ernoon resulted in a disastrous wreck, 
much suffering and the los* of human 
life. 
The push engine, No. 504, Gale B a­ 
den engineer and B. Gillian fireman, 
ha 1 a little before I o'clock pushed an 
east-bound freight to the » top of the 
grade, but not us far as the tower. 
They were returning to the yards quite 
rapidly in order to reach the switch 
before the 2:54 Des Moines passenger, 
drawn by engine No. 
1 I, should be re­ 
leased. 
As they reached the curv e 
near the wagon bridge which crosses 
the track on the Poona road, they saw 
the 
passenger 
train 
approaching. 
Throwing back the lev er and rev ers­ 
ing the engine they jumped for their 
iv es and escape« withtu. t serious in­ 
jury. 
.James Norton, 
engineer, and 
Allen Murphy, fireman of the passen­ 
ger engine, were not so fortunate, how 
ev er. 
They, too, when they saw the 
approaching pusher on thetrack which 
they supposed to be clear, attempted 
to jump, but were too late, and 
it 
transpired that had they remained iri 
their cab they would probably hav e 
been sav ed. 
But 
the first intuitiv e 
thought at the approach of danger is 
to llee. and as Norton on the south side 
and Murphy on the north were about 
to leap from their cab, the engine of 
the passenger train and the tender of 
the pusher came together with a ter­ 
rific crash and both men were » aught 
between the engine and tender 
of 
their own train, the latter being tele­ 
scoped half its length into the blind 
baggage car. 
The forward eud of the 
engine was driv en into the tender of 
the pusher, which by the rev erse mo­ 
tion had been torn loose from her tund- 
or and gone up the 
track toward 
Nachusa, where it was ditched. 
Mr. Murphy, the fireman, was caught 
1 
and crushed in such a way between his 
engine and tender that he must hav e 
been instantly killed and mercifully 
spared the suffering that tortured his 
companion. 
James Norton, the eng­ 
ineer, was caught by the leg and held 
with his face downward on the floor of 
the cab where escaping steam from the 
broken v alv es was thrown onto his 
bands and fH»*e. 
Here his cries were 
pitiful, and aii attempts to remov e him 
oaly serv ed to add to his agony. 
So 
tightly were the wrecked engine, tend- : 
er and baggage car jammed together 
j 
¡bat it was not until an engine could 
be brought up from the west and at­ 
tached to tne hind end of the passenger 
train 
that 
these 
could 
be 
separ­ 
ated 
and 
the 
suffering 
engineer 
released. 
He was at once taken to the 
frieght office and surgical attention 
was promptly giv en by Drs. Paine, 
VViuo, Kost and others. 
It was at 
first thought that his injuries were 
more sev ere than serious and that he 
would recov er. 
But it seems that in 
addition to the outward scalding, he 
had breathed 
much of the steam 
that irreparable internal injury had 
been done, and after ov er fiv e hours of 
intense suffering, he was released by I 
death, a little after d o’clock. 
Their bodies were taken care of by 
undertaker C. Gonnerman and they 
were sent into ( hicago—the home of 
both m en—late Saturday night, where 
the inquest is being held today, and 
where a thorough inv estigation will be
